2. Citations and explanations: 

Claim 1 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by MINOR ET AL. which discloses the compound 2- 
fluororiicotinamide and antimetabolite tests. Since claim 1 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2), the claim also lacks inventive step 
under PCT Article 33(3).
